The Brantley Bulldogs got in the 
win column Friday night by posting 
an exciting 20-14 win over the Dozier 
Tigers. in a game played before a 
packed stadium in Brantley.

The second and the iast of the 
1984 Democratic primaries was held 
Tuesday in Alabama, but it was an 
inconvenience to very few, if any. of 
the registered voters in Coffee 
County. 

Only about 6.000 people bothered 
to cast their ballots this time around. 
a slight drop from a poor showing 
three weeks ago. There were only 
four races to vote on county-wide, 
and they apparently failed to create 
enough interest to motivate a 
majority of the local citizens. 

Elba voters had the added 
incentive of a runoff in the con- 
stable’s race. but could generate less 
than 1,000 votes. Enterprise voters 
got orf to a slow start Tuesday 


morning. but wound up the day with 
almost 2400 votes cast. While this 
was considerably more than in Elba. 
it was down drastically from the 
recent Enterprise municipal election 
that generated 4100 votes from a 
potential of 10,000 registered voters 

Winners Tuesday. with the 
exception of Second District Con- 
pressional candidate Larry Lee, face 
no opposition in November which 
means they will take office in 
January as the duly elected officials 
for the next four years. 

A number of new faces will be 
present on the Coffee County 
Commission, with one newcomer 
winning in the first primary and 
three others winning a seat this 


veek. Actually. only Billy Eagerton 
in District 2 won re-election over stiff 
pposition. while Eugene Bradley in 
District 4 didn't draw anv formal 
opposition 

James E. (Jimmy) Bryan Jr. won 
the District | seat from Gilmer Grant 
who has served two terms in office 
Bryan led a three-man race in the 
first primary and held on to that 
lead. beating Grant by a thousand- 
and-one votes (3440 to 2439). 

Billy Paul Owens came from 
behind to defeat incumbent Rex 
Boutwell in the District 3 race

The Elba City Council held its 
final meeting prior to the end of the 
fiscal year on Tuesday night of this 
week.

Reports Increase In 


Number Of Adoptions 


Since October 1983, the 
Department of Pensions and Security 
has placed more than 300 children 
with adoptive families. Two hundred 
fifty-one children were placed in 
adoptive homes during the previous 
11-month period. 

“Obviously, we are pleased that 
these children can share the special. 
feeling and sense of belonging that 
can come only from being a part of a 
family.’ said Leon Frazier. 
commissioner of the _ state 
Department of Pensions and 
Security. 

Most of the people interested in 
adoption have in mind a healthy, 
bewborn baby, Frazier said, but only 
a few babies or very young children 
are available for adoption. 


“The greatest need is for 
adoptive homes for children in family 
groups. physically disabled children 
and black and white school-age 
children,”* he said. : 

For many years, these children 
were thought to be unadoptable, but. 
a recent increase in the number of 
special needs children placed in 
adoptive homes is cause for 
optimism, said Frazier. 

Of the more than 300 children 
placed with adoptive families during 
the past year, 123 were special needs 
children. One hundred seventeen 
children with special needs were 
placed the year before. 

“The increase in the number of 
placements overall, and, particularly 
among children in family groups. is 
encouraging, and we hope to see the 
situation improve even more in the 
future because there is really no 
substitute for the love and guidance 
a child gets from being part of a 
family,"’ said Frazier.

STROKES 


Some of the other names for 
stroke are apoplexy, or brain 
hemorrhage. It may also be called a 
cerebrovascular accident, or CVA. It 
is a common cause of disability and 
death in America. However, 
because of increasing scientific 
research and the ability of doctors to 
notice warning signs early, the death 
rate from strokes has gone down 
steadily since 1950. , 

A disturbance in the circulation 
of blood in the brain is the under- 
lying cause of a stroke. Often, this is 
the result of a condition in the 
arteries known as arteriosclerosis; 
that is to say, hardening of the 
arteries. It is found more often in 
people over fifty years of age. In this 
disease the arteries are clogged, or 
narrowed by large amounts of fatty 
deposits from the blood, When, a 
certain part of the brain is unable to 
receive enough blood supply because 
it is clogged, then that part may be 
very suddenly injured. It will, 
therefore, be unable to function 
properly. Body movements may be 
affected if the part of the brain which 
normally controls or directs 
movement is involved. 

Many times the stroke may be 
mild, and symotoms.last only a few 
minutes to several hours. One the 
other hand a person may develop a 
condition ranging anywhere from 
weakness to paralysis of the face, the 
arm or leg. It usually occurs on just 
one side of the body. This situation 
may happen in such a way as to give 
some advanced warning of the 
disease, or it may happen very 
suddenly and without warning. The 
patient's complaints and symptoms 
will depend on which part of the 
brain has been injured. 

If a person has an illness called 
hypertension, which is actually high

blood pressure, this increased 
pressure may Cause an artery in the 
brain to break. The brain then 
hemorrhages; that is to say, a pool of 
blood forms somewhere within the 
skull. In this case the patient often 
becomes unconscious as well as 
being paralyzed. 

What are some of the warning 
signs? Any temporary problems 
such as weakness or numbness of 
any part of the body, or trouble with 
your sight in either one or both eyes, 
should be reported to your doctor. 
You should also report trouble you 
may have with your speech, or any 
loss of your sense of balance. These 
symptoms may be warning you of a 
possible stroke in the future. 

What can be done about strokes? 
The ideal way of handling strokes is 
to try to prevent them. This is best 
done by going to your doctor and 
telling him of any of the warning 
signs we have just discussed. He 
can detect high blood pressure 
through a very simple and painless 
test. In many instances he can treat 
this problem with a high degree of 
success. Recent scientific findings 
suggest that a diet high in salt, sugar 
or fat can contribute to hardening of 
the arteries and lead to stroke. Ask 
your doctor how you can modify your 
diet to help prevent a stroke. 

If a person happens to be 
crippled by a severe stroke, much 
can be done with medicines and 
physical therapy to restore his 
health. The family’s understanding 
and whole-harted cooperation are 
very important fo the total recovery 
of the patient. Under the guidance 
of the physician and physical and 
occupational therapists, the family 
can do much for the patient such as 
assisting in an exercise program to 
restore function and aid recovery.

Nematodes damage in peanuts is 
widespread in Coffee County. I have 
seen more nematodes the past 
couple of weeks than I have seen in 
several years. A jot of fields are 
infested with this profit-robbing 
pest. 

Dr. Austin Hagan, Extension 
plant pathologist and nematolegist, 
pointed out recently that waiting to 
test for nematodes until mid-winter 
is just about a waste of time. Now is 
the time to get samples from corn 
and grain sorghum and other fields 
that will be going into peanuts next

Eligibilitgy for food stamps is 
based on a household's income and 
its resources. including such assets 
as cash on hand and inoney in the 
bank. The amount of stamps a 
lamily gets depends on income and 
household size. 

The maximum food stamp allot- 
ment for a family of four will go up to 
$261 a month in October, from the 
current $253. The minimum allot- 
ment for a household of four will be 
raised from the current $2 a month to 
$6 a month. Most food stamp 
families receive something between 
the minimum and the maximum, 
with allotments in Alabama averag- 
ing about $120 a month. 

Also scheduled to go into effect in 
October are increases in deductions 
used in calculating food stamp 
allotments. Deductions for essential 
expenses are subtracted from a 
family’s gross income to arrive at its 
net income, which is then used to 
determine the benefit level.

Dove season to open Oct.6 


in south zone of state 


Federally approved seasons and 
bag limits for dove, teal and 
migratory birds other than ducks and 
geese were announced recently by 
Game and Fish Director Charles D. 
Kelley of the Department of Conser- 
vation and Natural Resources. 

Kelley said the zones and 
seasons for doves were established 
in accordance with Federal 
Regulations and the Conservation 
Advisory Board's recommendations, 
He expressed satisfaction that the 
daily bag limit will again be 15 per 
day, 15 in possession, similar to that 
of last year. 

The State has once again been 
divided into the North and South 
Dove Hunting Zones, each with split 
seasons. Kelley advises dove 
hunters in the North Zone that 
shooting times in 21 counties of the 
Zone will vary from those in the

Since 1965 a variety of factors, 
including greater physician aware- 
ness of lupus and availability of more 
sophisticated tests. have led to 
better methods of diagnosis and 
improved patient prognosis of lupus, 
showing more people have it than 
previously suspected. 

Clinical studies consistently show 
a female predominance of lupus. 
Because this predominance was 
most marked among females 
between the ages of 15 and 64, it is

Racial groups including 
American blacks, Puerto Ricans in 
New York City.

Kinston Teacher Arrested On Pot Charges 


A vocational agriculture teacher 
at Kinston High School resigned this 
week following his arrest for traffick- 
ing in marijuana after Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department officials dis- 
covered almost 500 marijuana plants 
growing in a large field near his 
home. 


The teacher, identified as 
William Cecil Patterson, age 43, of 
Rt. 2, Kinston, was taken into 
eustody Friday, September 28, only 
hours after a dozen law enforcement 
agents raided the marijuana farm. 
Patterson is now free on $10,000 
bond.

No visible signs were 
seen as to make authorities believe 
the crop was being cared for, and the 
decision was made to pull up the 
plants. 

As authorities moved in on the 
raid Friday afternoon, it was dis- 
covered that several hundred feet of 
water hoses and tubing were con- 
nected to a sprinkler at the site of the 
plants, and that the source of water 
was a water faucet at a pump house 
behind Patterson's home. 

Authorities pulled up 488 plants 
during the raid and found a dozen 
other plants drying near the field. 
Over 100 of the plants were over 20 
feet tall, and many had to be 
chopped down with an axe. 

The plants were placed in the bed 
of a pickup truck, but the truck would 
hold only 40 of the giant plants and a 
peanut drying wagon was brought in 
to transport the marijuana to a 
burning site at the Kinston City Hall. 

‘*T have seen a lot of marijuana in 
my years in law enforcement,’’ said 
Sheriff Paul, ‘‘but never have I seen 
any plants this big. Most of the 

» plants were too big to reach your 
hand around, and some were taller 
than the trees next to them.” 

The plants had an estimated 
street value of $1 million; however, 
Sheriff Paul admitted the figure was
